held during the month of April is 150,000,000 
pounds. In order to accomplish this gigantic 
task, every community must do its share.

Selected committees for the drive and a gen- 
eral chairman will be*selected. 


The National Committee states that it is

ARMY ROADS AND OIL, 


.•Word that the United States has ceased 


.Work on the Inter-American Highway and 
Mill abandon the Alaskan Highway and the 
Canol Project causes some confusion. Why 
all that money in them? Plenty was cer- 
tainly spent, and especially on the Alaskan 
road there was great waste. The situation 
becomes clear only in relation to the Japa- 
nese threat, existing in 1940, coming to a 
head at Pearl Harbor. 


Both roads had long been under considera- 


tion, some sections of Inter-American were 
In use. The latter was proceeding slowly, 
through several Central-American countries. 
Jt was expected to become, in time, a val- 
uable trade and tourist road. Alcan was still 
on paper, with two or three routes under 
discussion. 


But Alaska and the Panama Canal were 


Still served only by water and air. Land com- 
munications were needed. So after Pearl 
Harbor, the Army put on sudden steam. The 
3,800-mile length of Alcan was made possible 
for trucks in eight months of 1942. It was 
bettered in 1943, with permanent bridges, 
but still lacks much. An air route from Mon- 
tana to Alaska needed the road to serve its 
airports. Canol. which had been producing 
011 mildly for some time, came into (he same 
sudden chain of needs. Pipelines were laid 
from wells lo refinery and distributing points. 


Now defense needs have diminished. The 


.United States retains the pijx?line and an 
option on oil. It is selling wells and refinery. 
It has stopped expensive work on all three 
projecls. The rest will properly be done by 
other countries.

The basic theory of the American political 


system is that this is a government of laws, not 
of men. All persons arc equal before .the law, tho 
rich, the poor, the mighty, 
the lowly, those1 in 


oflict1 or just plain citizens minding their own busi- 
ness. The American Constitution dcvotejj itself to 
placinc limitations upon t"c 
Kovcrnmcnl rather 


than upon the citizens. The Bill of Rights, 
the* 


iirst ten amendments, imposes prohibitions upon 
the authority of the jjovernmenL and defends the 
freedoms of the individual. 


The powers of American officials, federal and 


stale, are always limited. Thrre wm be no legiti- 
mate despot in tho United Stales in time of war 
or in time of peace. The CJreen Hay, Wisconsin, 
Prcss-Uaxcttc, referring lo an 
article of mine, 


says: 


"The American people simply do not under- 


sland war as do the people of Europe. War and 
tyranny are the oldcsl of puls. A successful war is 
virtually unknown without the creation of a dic- 
ntorship. and this is especially true with a 'war 
long drawn out, bitter, b'loody and agonizing and 
whose demands upon the people are therefore con- 
stant, unpleasant and distasteful."

All of this leads me to a consideration of the 


new doctrine of government by request which has 
developed in Washington during this war. 
The 


fact is that Woodrow Wilson, Herbert Hoover and 
Bernard M. Baruch practised it during the last war 
with outstanding success. They believed in volun- 
tary popular participation in wartime limitations. 
For instance, Mr. Hoover called for a voluntary 
self-abnegation from the 
consumption of sugar 


and left it lo Ihe housewives and ncifihbors lo en- 
force the law by social rather than legal pressures. 
It was a successful operation. IVIr. Baruch called 
together those actually engaged in the production 
of a commodity, set the problem before them ami 
they worked out tho limitations within the indus- 
try. It was a successful request, because it was 
based upon mutual confidence; the administration 
trusted the procedures; the producers trusted the 
administration. 


In this war, an effort has been made to police 


the American people through governmental agen- 
cies, often called bureaucracies, which formulated 
regulations and penalties. Many of these regula- 
tions have been irksome and impractical and often 
disregarded special local problems. The result is 
an astonishingly large Black Market and a resis- 
tance 
to governmental requests.

Byrnes 


meets precisely that spirit in New York in relation 
to his curfew. Not only has the speakeasy 
re- 


lurncd but the mayor who has usually supported 
Washington wholeheartedly was forced by circum- 
stances, all on his own, to postpone the curfew. for 
an hour. 


Had Washington appealed to the people, 
ex- 


plaining precisely what the purpose of the curfew 
is, most New Yorkors, whose children and relatives 
arc in the war, would have done their bcsl. 
But 


they ignored two special conditions of life in this 
city: 
One. the large employment of night work- 


ers — probably as high as half a million men and 
women; two. the fact that this city is the largest 
playground for soldiers, sailors, marines and ail 
sorts of war workers who come here for relaxa- 
tion. preferably at night, but who have no homes 
in this city. It would have been similar if New 
York were declared out of bounds than to impose 
the curfew which ulaces burdens impossible 
to 


solve upon the police and the transportation sys- 
tem. A "reouest" with teeth in it does not work. 
A request for voluntary cooperation to accomplish 
a specific objective always will work among Amer- 
icans who arc not such untrustworthy folks, after 
all.

WHY MANY HAVE ANXIETY NEUROSIS 
You may wonder why there are so many cases 


of what was called shell shock in World War I, 
called neurosis, anxiety neurosis, in World War II. 
You hear of some of your own relatives or acquain- 
tances who were everyday "regular fellows" in 
civilian life who have been sent hack from the front 
lines for days, weeks, or even months, because their 
emotions were upsetting their digestion, their heart, 
or nerves. 


Why did these normal regular fellows become 


emotional casualties, and be sent back the same as 
the wounded? 


In a review of 92 cases called psychosomatic cas- 


ualties — emotions upsetting the brain and Ixxiy — 
Major Alfred Torrie in the Lancet stales that the 
main underlying cause was "separation anxiety.' 
These men showed frclinps of insecurity, with de- 
pendence on. and fear of, authority." They were 
unable to dc.il with ilic great volume of anxiety 
that was aroused by the war conditions immediately 
in front of them. 


What brought on this terrible feeling of anx- 


iety; was it because the immediate danger was sud- 
denly too much for Iheni? >*o'

Doughboys of the 27th Battalion 


pool enough money so that every 
aid man in the medical detach- 
ment gels an extra ten bucks.

Thirty sol- 
diers of all faiths attended the 
services.

The astounded Nazis failed to 


fire even one burst as the initial 
waves stormed across the Rhine 
n assault boats Thursday night 
under a bright moon. 


It was two hours alter the cross- 


ing that the enemy fired his first 
icavy artillery salvo. American 
artillery replied with a thunderous 
barrage that outranked the Nazis 
a hundred to one. 


By late yesterday many troops 


had been shoved across the Rhine 
and the Germans were shelling, 
bombing and strafing the crossing 
site. But Patlon's lightning army 
already had driven a spearhead 
into Hitler's inner fortress. 


It was at 10:25 p. m. that Pat- 


ton's Doughboys started to storm 
across the Rhine in a military 
operation that ranks among the 
greatest of its kind in history. 


Ten minutes later, as additional 


troops crossed the waters, sporadic 
siiooting broke out. 


By dawn the first waves of 


Doughboys had pushed inland. A
